Chicago.—The third tiple star 
tnown to astronomy has been re- 
ported to the American Philosophi- 
cal Boclety by Dr. K. A. Strand of 
Sproul Observatory. Swarthmore 
College. 

Triple stars ate three separate 
podles whirling around each other 
60 close that their gravitation nolds 
them together. Until now such 
triangles have been rare In contrast 
to double stars or two whirling 
acound each other 

‘Te new triple star js zeta 
Aquarlt. That tt was at least a twin 
had been known since 1780. 

Dr. Strand located the third 
member of the triangle by measur - 
ing the orbits of the two known 
big stars, They take 400 years to go 
round each other once. 

WAVY LINE 

Their orbit, instead of being 8 
smooth curve, has been a wavy line 
aince the discovery of the twins. In 
that time the stars have gone 
about one-third of the path. 

From these swing out of line Dr. 
Strana calculated that the third 
gtar, invisible even in telescopes, it 
about half the mass of the sun. 

Tt 1s going round in the opposite 
direction, but in about the same 
plane as the two pig stars. Its 
cireult is much smaller and it 
circles the common centre of 
gravity once each 25 years. 

The situation is ike a roulette 
wheel ‘with two white balls going 
round near the outer edge of the 
wheel, and the ttle black halt 
travelling the opposite way near 


the centre.

300 ENSIGNS A YEAR 


Annapolis, for years the tradi-| 
tional training academy for the | 
Navy, cannot copp with this task, 
for the Naval Academy ts graduat- | 
Ing only about 300 ensigns a year. 
The R.O.T.C. units in colleges and’ 
universities, together with the 
Navy's aviation cadet programme, 
are not expected to supply more 
than 400 officers annually, or a’ 
total, with the Naval Academy, of 
less than 5,000 by 1947. 

Even allowing for the call to 
active duty of additional reservists 
and retired officers now in civil, 
Ufe, and also for the proposed 
change of the Naval Academy 
course from four to three or three 
and a half years, It will still be 
necessary for the Navy to train 
elsewhere at least 10,000 new offi-! 
cers,

Declaration 
Of War Urged 
By N.Y. Post 


NEW YORK, July 11 (Reuter-. '

The completion of the 
final phase, now under way, will 
make up most of the 10,000 officer 
shortage. 
PRACTICAL VIEW 


In culling the “cream students,” 
who will be made naval officers in 
four months, the Navy is taking a 
practical view of the situation of 
supply and demand. And the pro- 
blem of personnel Is thereby yolv- 
ed. But these 10,000 “unbridled 
officers,’ who will help to make 
| the three-ocean fleet of tomorrow 
one of the greatest combatant 
‘forces in history, will find the 
going pretty tough sometimes. 
For the young man enrolled in 
this intensive programme is ac 
tually an apprentice seaman for 
one month and a Naval Reserve 
midshipman for the final three 
months, 

The first month of the four 
months’ course is regarded as pre- 
liminary and lg comparatively easy 
because it is not generally consi- 
dered a part of the main training 
course. Last, year, for instance, 
the first month was spent entirely 
at sea aboard a battleship or 
crulser, to “break the boys in” to 
the ways of the water. This year 
the {Initial 30-day perlod will be 
spent In a similar “indsctrination 
course” on shore, becanse the Navy 
can spare no ships at this time for 
training purposes. Those candi 


‘dates tempcramentally unsulted to 


the service will be weeded out in 
the first thirty days. 


ARDUOUS PERIOD 


But after the 30-day trial ls 
over, the future admiral who start 
up the long and, for the non- 
Annapolis man, particularly . diffi- 
cult ladder of «fficer promotion 
, will find that his three months 
;of basic Instruction as a mid- 
Shipman will = probably make 
,the most arduous 90-day period 
‘in hig fe. Whether he 1s 
attending school aboard the old

University in Chicago, or the 
special course at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolls, he will look 
with healthy respect and excusable 
Pride upon that blue uniform 
bedizened with gold. 

Upon the completion of the fuur 
‘months’ course the Naval Reserve 
midshipman is given a Reserve en- 
sign’s commission. Most of the 
midshtpmen, however, because of 
the emergency and the need for 
trained officers, are being enlisted 
‘into active duty with the fleet.

JUDGMENT 


Holding that on the facts ad-
